Chambers throughout the Kingdom, &c. to ſend up to 
London all the Large Moneys they can pick out of their 
Caſb, in order to have it Exchanged, at the Mint, for 
MIE'D MONET : So 'that the Mint may by kept in Full 
Employ. of Coining ; and New Money from time to time 
ſhall be Tranſmitted back, or otherwiſe paid to the Pro- 
prietors, (of the Old) where they ſhall defire it ; which 
will make the firſt Years Coimage to ſuſtain wo great Loſs ;

men, Shopkeepers, Merchants, &c. are {o promiſcuoully 
intermixed in Towns and Villages among Handicraſts, 
being ſubſervient one to another, as deferens membey 5 
of one and the ſame body ; and ſuppoſing there- are 
Twenty or Thirty Thouſand Souls in each Town or

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and, by conſequence, muſt Trade in Linnen, Woollen, Silk, 
&c, and in all Grocery Wares, Wine, Ol, Tobacco, Iron, 
Lead, Tin, Copper, Glaſs, &c. and in all forts of Grain, 
Cattle, Fruits, Dyes, and s, without which, no 
lace can well ſubſift. Now let the Traders of the ſaid 
Towns, and Villages nigh adjacent, pay into the Banks 
of the ſaid places, all the monies they ſhall receive for 
the Goods wended by them : The prime colt of all ſuch 
Goods conſumed, together with the Money ColleQed 
for Exciſe, the Land Tax.and Cuſtoms being _ into

Goldſmiths and Refiners will be Obliged 
thereby, to ſend their Silver Bun to the Mint, in order to have 
it Coined, as of late they have done their Gold, which ſhould they 
not do, it will not be worth their time to give the full rate ſo ſet, as 
thoſe Chambers of Accompts may for the Nations Benefit. 

ASto the fecond: If the faid Goldſmiths and Refiners ſha!l omit 
ſending their Buljon to the Mint, as aforeſaid, then it will plainly 
appear, they ſend to Foreign Parts to buy up Gold, thereby to make 
an extraordinary Profit, which may in ſome time much leſſen the 
Stork and Wealth of rhe Kingdom, being the Bullion, or Coin in 
ſilver, ſo exported, exceeds the worth of Gold imported ; which [ 
take to be the cauſe why Guineas have riſen to 1o great a Value, 
and the reaſon of ſuch ſcarcity of ſilver. 

B UT Per ſons may Objeft, ſhould the Exportation of Bullion be Probj- 
ited, how ſhall the Army abroad be paid, during the preſent War, being 

ve ſoldiers muſt have ſilver either in Bullion or Coin, without which they

And being neither Bullion nor Coin can be eat, drank, or wore, why 
ſhould theſe Commecdiries be ſent abroad ? | preſume, the Army 
may be maintained with conſiderable Advantage to the Nation, if 
duely weighed and III into, increaſing a great Trade, and be- 
nefit to our Handicrafts of all forts, and thereby —_— them in 
full CN——_ would leſſen the price of all ſach goods in general. 

AN Dſhould ſo many Gocds be bought ap as would amount to 
the Sum fixed on by this Hoenowrable Houſe, for the maintenance of 
the Army abroad, they may procure a Credit in Holtand, or Flan- 
ders, or jn any City, or great Town in thoſe parts, where ſuch 
Goods ſhall be conſumed, being bought here at much eaſier rates, 
than they can be afforded at in thoſe parts. 

FOR I find by Bills of _ in the Cuſtom. Houſe, T hat great 
Quantities of ſuch Gocds are fent to Holand, and other parts ad- 
joyning, which muſt cither by conſumed in thoſe places, to which 
they are conſign'd, or clſe they are ſent from tl.ence to other parts 
remote. ' 

THEREFORE, ſhould Faftors be employed in England, Scot- 
land, Ireland, &c. to 8uy up ſuch Goods : And likewiſe FaCtors pla- 
ced in Holland, Flanders, &c, tro whom they ſhould be conſign'd for the 
KING?s uſe, they may be fold with advantage, to raiſe Moneys ſut- 
ficient to pay the Army in thoſe parts. 

A ND ihovuld not the faid Faftors be able tovend ſo many, as to 
ſupply the KING's occaſions in paying his Arm, , yet theſaid Goods 
may be a ſufficient Fund ro borrow Monies on, either from the 
States of Holland, cr from the Burghers of Cities or great Towns 
in thoſe parts, at Three Pounds per Cent. which Monies ſo borrowed 
may be re-paid a3 often as ſuch Goods ſhall be vended. 

NOW ſuppoſing the Kingdom pays but Ei, br Pounds per Cent. 
in the return of Coin, by this means Five Pounds per Cent. will be 
ſaved to the Nation, ſhould ſuch Goods be fold only for the prime 
Coſt, which will cauſe a great Conſumption of our Commodities, 
and keep our Coin and Bullion at Home ; and it- may highly 
diſcourage the common Enemy, when it ſhall appear we make 
an Advantage in Trade by the War, in vending our Commo- 
dities, and preventing the Exportation of our Coin and Bullion, 


AND 
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AND when the Re-Coining of the Monies ſhall be complea 


ted, , Bullion-may be permitted to riſe and fall, as at other timeg, . 


ans exceeding the Money Coined, by which means it will pre- 
vent the melting down of Caſh by Work-men, and the Ex- 
porting it into other. Nations z which -will lower the Intereſt 
of Monies more effeftually, than any Bank whatſoever can do. 
NOW my Propoſals being no further intended than for the 
Service and Benefit of the Kingdom in general, by a Method 
of railing 5000co 1. per Annmm, without laying a Tax upon 
the Subjedt, and procuring them ready Monies to' be paid _ 
on all cccalions in any part of the Kingdom : As alſo the fa» 
ving of Monies in returning the KING's Tax ; and by how 
much ready Money in all Payments will be better and fairer 
in Dealings, I humbly ſubmit the conſideration thereof to the 
great Wiſdom of this Honourable Houſe, who may Order the 
KING's Money to be paid in ſuch Methods as before Propofed, 
which (as 1 humbly conceive) may Anſwer ſach Good Ends. 


Theſe Propoſals I intended to have preſemted to the laſt 
Seſſion of Parliament, but conld not compleat them before the 
Prorogation.
